January 11th. — Patrick Callahan, of Trenton, while walking in the 
middle of the main track about fifty yards north of Coal Port draw- 
bridge, was struck by train No. 568, and knocked against the fence, 
causing a slight bruise of left shoulder. 

January 22d. — David S. Holcombe, acting baggage master, while 
coupling cars at Flemington, had his shoulders pinched when the cars 
came together.
